Continuation of 3.: The proposed annendments set forth claim limitations not previously claimed that would require further 
consideration and search. Furthermore, the proposed amendments raise issues under 35 USC 112 that would have to be 
addressed. For example, the proposed amendment to claim 43 requires that the modified stable polyisocyanate be obtained by 
reacting a reactant with said modified stable polyisocyanate; in other words, the claim requires the product to be derived from itself. 

Continuation of 5.: The rejection of claims 23-35 and 37-59 set forth within paragraph 1 of the final Office action; the rejection of 
"hydrocarbonbased" (claim 24) set forth within the third subparagraph of paragraph 4 of the final Office action; and the prior art 
rejections in view of WO 00/55263 set forth within paragraphs 6-8 of the final Office action. 

Continuation of 1 1.: The 35 USC 1 12 rejections with respect to claims 43. 44. 48, and 49 have been maintained, because applicants' 
arguments are based upon amendments that will not be entered. Despite applicants* response, the position is maintained that it is 
unclear how to interpret "isocyanate functions"; the passage within the specification, cited by applicants, has been considered; however, 
the passage does not definitively define the language or clarify the scope of the language. The passage merely discloses that isocyanate 
groups may be blocked; it does not define the resulting groups as "isocyanate functions". Furthermore, the argument does not address 
whether other groups are intended to constitute "isocyanate functions". The prior art rejection in view of EP 419114 has been 
maintained for the reasons set forth within the final Office action. Furthermore, applicants' argument fails to address the fact that, like 
applicants* carbonate compound, the prior art carbonate compound contains an active hydrogen group. Since equivalent reactants are 
considered to be utilized, applicants' argument is insufficient to establish that the respective products are different. 
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The amendment document filed on 28 February 2006 is considered non-compliant because it has failed to meet the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.121 or 1.4. In order for the amendment document to be compliant, correction of the following 
item(s) is required.
